and 1975 This is lost revenue to 
the hospital.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Members of the United 
Auto Workers Union at Indiana's only Ford Motor Co. 
plant Tuesday voted overwhelmingly to accept the 
company’s contract offer, although figures were not 
released 
Roy Haste, recording secretary for UAW Local IIH, 
said that production workers, who make up the bulk of 
the 3.500 Ford workers, voted in favor of the pact by a 
margin of almost 90 per cent 
The skilled trades 
workers, who number about SOO at the plant, voted about 
70 per cent in favor of it, he said. 
Haste said the vote was taken at the Marion County 
Fairgrounds 
coliseum, 
which 
was 
overflowing 
as 
workers listened to the contract being presented 
However, he said it was obvious that the contract was 
going to receive approval and not everyone waited 
around to vote. 
The workers have been off their jobs since Sept. 14 as 
part of a nation-wide strike against Ford 
I Cass County Grand Jury Probing Police 


LOGANSPORT. Ind (UPI) - Charges against police 
and sheriff's departments involving narcotics, gun- 
selling and payoffs are under investigation by a Cass 
County grand jury. 
County Prosecutor Fred Bowyer empaneled the six- 
member jury Tuesday. He did not say how many 
persons would be called to testify. 
The charges were brought by Logansport police 
officers Pat Shively.

The three officers said they collected evidence of 
corruption while working on off-duty hours 
Among other things, they charged that police officers 
sold confiscated guns for personal profit, that payoffs 
were taken from prostitutes and that an officer was 
involoved in drug traffic.

Bonds Sold At A Loss 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - State Treasurer Jack New, 
with the blessing of Gov. Otis R Bowen, State Auditor 
Mary Atkins Currie and State Examiner Kenneth 
Beesley, has sold 17 million in low yielding bonds at a 
loss in order to gain a higher yield later 
New explained the transaction involving State Board 
for Depositories funds following adoption by the board of 
a resolution authorizing him to sell and reinvest U S 
Treasury bonds having a total par value of $8 6 million. 
However the par value of the bonds, which bear interest 
ranging from 3 5 per cent to 4.25 per cent, would not be 
payable until times ranging from 1985 to 1998 
By selling these bonds now for some 37 1 million, New 
said he was able to reinvest them rn 8 per cent U. S. 
Treasury bonds maturing in 1986 He said the total give 
up from the sale is $4 4 million but that the total interest 
income from the new bonds will be 85 59 million for a 
total net gain af $1.15 million 


School Boards Convention To Open 


FRENCH LICK. Ind (UPI) - School board officials 
will be asked this weekend to oppose any changes in the 
collective bargaining law for teachers. 
The Indiana School Boards Association will open its 
annual convention Friday, and high on the agenda will 
be resolutions opposing any efforts by teacher groups to 
expand the scope of collective bargaining 
Wendell Peterson, executive director of the ISBA. said 
a "major rush" is anticipated by teacher organizations 
to open the scope of the teacher collective bargaining 
law 
"There is a lot af feeling about it and the public needs 
to know what is going on." Peterson said 
The current law permits schools to negotiate any

'The 
Cherokee lives as a natural 
part of his environm ent and 
strives to com plem ent it, not 
subdue or dom inate it. It’s an

are limited and the imbalance

"T he Cherokee accepted m en 
and women of all cultural and 
ethnic backgrounds into their 
tribes.

the nation.

Safety First 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The old safety rule about 
keeping one car-length behind the vehicle ^head for each 
IO miles of speed is impractical and should be replaced 
in th e mind of every motorist bv the two-second rule, 
according to a traffic safety expert working on Indiana’s 
newest effort to reduce tailgating. 
Safety monitoring devices that warn by flashing words 
and horns when motorists are following each other too 
closely will become visible and audibly along Ind. 431 
near Indianapolis, starting either Friday or the following 
Monday. Then, sometime next April, the same thing will 
happen to motorists along U. S 41 near Terre Haute. 
Whether the safety monitoring devices eventually will 
be 
used 
throughout 
Indiana 
on 
heavily 
traveled 
highways depends on the results of these tests on Ind. 
431 and* U. S. 41, according to Dr. W alter Gray, Indiana 
State University professor and safety expert who is 
assisting the Indiana State Highway Commission on this 
project. 


Gray explained that the time required by the average 
motorist to recognize that the car ahead is stopping or 
slowing, to apply brakes and bring his vehicle to a stop 
is two seconds. "It is much easier to judge,” he said of 
the two-second rule. "One car length per IO miles only 
applies to standard automobiles and does not apply to 
small cars or motorcycles. Most people cannot judge car 
lengths but they can watch the car ahead and see when 
it crosses a shadow or a line and figure two seconds. 
Gray said it may be 18 months to two years before the 
results of the tests being made on Ind. 431 and U. S. 41 
are completed and a determ ination m ade on whether the 
"following too closely” monitors are a useful law 
enforcement tool. 


For nearly six months, the devices along Ind. 431 have 
been recording how closely vehicles follow each other. 
The new phase, in which motorists will see and hear the 
devices if they violate safety 
standards, 
is just 
beginning in the Indianapolis test stretch but will not 
start for Terre Haute until next spring 
Roger F. Marsh, executive director of the Indiana 
State Highway Commission, said the devices on Ind. 431 
are installed on the south side of Indianapolis from 
Interstate 465 to the Johnson County line. He said the 
monitors will flash the word "DANGER” to motorists 
who are less than 1.25 seconds stopping time behind the 
preceding vehicle but more than .7 seconds 
When the driver allows less than .7 second stopping 
time between his vehicle and the next one, the device 
flashes the word "VIOLATION” and sounds a horn. 
"We feel that this project, by informing the motoring 
public on safe following distances, will help us in our 
goal to achieve m aximum safety on Hoosier highways,” 
Marsh said.

Avoiding Ear Pain in Plane Descent

Im there any way to avoid the 
painful blocked sensation in the 
ears while making a descent In 
an airplane? It happens to me 
only once in a while, but when It 
does it is dreadful. — Miss R.Y., 
Maine 
Dear Miss Y.: 
The blocked ear sensation you 
complain of can occur during 
ascent as well as at the time of 
descent even in pressurized 
cabins. 
The mechanism of the ear is 
such that a normal eardrum is 
kept in balance by the amount 
of air that enters the outer ear 
and the air that enters the 
middle ear by way of the 
eustachian tubes leading to it 
from the nose. 
In most instances, people who 
do not have this experience 
regularly can attribute it to a 
cold, an allergy, or a sinus in­ 
fection. 
Children with large 
adenoids 
that 
block 
the 
eustachian tubes a re m ore 
prone to the problem. 
Nose and throat doctors 
suggest that a nasal spray be 
used before the plane takes off 
and again before it begins to 
make its descent, usually 30 
minutes before the expected 
time at arrival. Chewing gum, 
forced yawning and swallowing 
can be helpful in preventing this 
painful blockage 
Generally an excellent rule is 
to try to avoid flying with an 
acute infection of the nose or 
throat

I am a rather heavy drinker 
and have been told that I have 
chronic gastritis. Is alcohol the 


only cause of this stomach 
disease? — Mr. C.N., N.C. 


Dear Mr. C.N.: 
As the name implies, chronic 
gastritis is an inflammation, 
irritation, and sometimes an 
infection of the lining of the 
stomach. It is not difficult for 
you to appreciate the pain and 
discomfort that would follow 
placing some ordinary alcohol 
on an open skin wound. 


Translate this to the irritation 
alcohol can cause to the delicate 
lining of the stomach, which 
already is abnorm ally sen­ 
sitive. Spicy foods, tobacco, 
excess coffee and tea, and some 
drugs are other causes for the 
gastritis and the distressing 
discomfort associated with it. 


It may not be necessary to 
give 
up all 
of 
these 
"in­ 
dulgences” forever. Yet it 
certainly would be wise to 
embark on a regime of eating 
bland food at regular intervals 
while avoiding the known 
reasons for the irritation of the 
stomach. 


It must be remembered that 
gastritis in an early and simple 
form can be controlled. When 
neglected, this converts into a 
chronic 
state 
and 
invites 
com plications that can be 
severe Face the fact that you 
have a problem and, 
after 
confrontation, solve it rather 
than delay treating it.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presidenf Ford, 
like many another presidential candidate 
before him, has promised to give high 
priority to anti-crime legislation if he is

Vows of this nature are all very well in 
theory, but when it comes to carrying them 
out they tend to run up against reality. 
In this instance, reality consists of a 
severe shortage of prison space 
While getting criminals off the streets 
undoubtedly is a desirable end. first you 
have to have some place to put them. 
Many prisons already are so crowded the 
inmates are sleeping in todets, shower 
rooms, gymnasiums and infirmaries. 
In 
some states there’s an overflow, with felons 
being incarcerated in house trailers, tents, 
surplus troop ships and Salvation Army 
hostels. 
I asked a local penologist what was 
causing the overcrowding and he blamed it 
in part on the attitude of permissiveness 
that pervades our society. 
"It used to be that prisons were occupied 
for the most part by the criminal elite, so to 
speak," he said "You had to be a pretty 
unsavory character to get sent to the big 
house 
"But these modern judges and prosecutors 
have a different set of standards and values. 
Today, you can get sent to the slamm er for 
just about anything As a result, the prisons 
are being overrun with a lot of riff-raff.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the first 
time in the presidential debates, the farm er, 
at least indirectly, has been mentioned 
Jimmy Carter mentioned it and it doesn't 
bode well for his chances of picking up the 
farm vole. 
"I will never single out <ood as an 
embargo item," Carter said in the foreign 
policy debate in San Francisco Wednesday 
night. "If I ever decided to impose an 
embargo, because of a crisis in international 
relationships, it would include all shipments 
of all equipment.. I wouldn't single out just 
food.” 
That means he would include food in a 
total embargo as retribution against, say, an 
Arab nation for imposing an oil embargo on 
the United States. 
But C arter’s statement in the debate must 
be 
tempered 
with 
position 
papers 
he 
previously provided which say his policy 
would be to "increase opportunities in the 
world market for our a g r i c u l t u r a l 
commodities through an i n n o v a t i v e , 
aggressive foreign sales program." 
During a news conference at Plains, Ga., 
after he was nominated. Carter said, "I 
certainly agree with the fact that we should 
not use the withholding or the boycott of 
shipments of 
food 
overseas 
to 
try 
to 
effectuate some sort of internatunal policy 
as it relates to other countries 


President Ford shouted at the Republican 
convention, "No more embargoes," and 
although the administration position, like 
C arter’s, has been muddied somewhat bv 
statem ents since then, the administration 
policy rem ains antiembargo. 
But that may be only a temporary policy. 
Ford's running mate, Robert Dole, has told 
audiences that Ford really didn’t mean that 
statement, since embargoes might have to 
be imposed in case of a food shortage. 
Former Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
insisted on a policy of letting the free 
market place determine the price of grain. 
Thus he opposed price supports despite 
pleas from the farmers. 
In position papers, Carter has criticized 
the administration policy. "When they say, 
‘free m arket,’ they really mean ‘high-risk 
m arket.’ The farmer takes the risks; the 
speculators get the rew ards," he said. 
Butz' acting successor, John A. Knobel, 
worked 
directly 
under 
Butz 
and 
has 
endorsed Butz’ views in many speeches and 
statements. Agriculture policy is not likely 
to change until a permanent secretary is 
named later this year and probably after the 
election 
But grain embargoes also restrain the free 
market and farmers don’t like embargoes, 
It reduces the amount of foreign sales they 
can make while at the sam e time pushing 
more grain into the U.S m arket place.

Legislator Dream

In one corner of the chamber, a group of 
five or six Republican members sang a 
medley of songs such as “Hail, Hail, The 


Gang's All Here,” led by Rep. Del Clawson, 
R-Calif. 


It was a scene that happens at least once, 
sometimes more often, in every session of 
Congress, usually when the drive to adjourn 
is on. Ifs entertaining and ifs frightening. 
It’s an endurance contest where tempers 
evenutally fray and minds become dull, but 
the legislating of national laws goes on. 
Many members contend that it need not 
happen.

CHICAGO (UPI) — The farm vote tends 
to be conservative when times are good. But 
this presidential year things are rough in the 
farm belt. 
That is enough to make m atters very close 
in the tussle between President Ford and 
Jimmy Carter for the farm vote. 
If either candidate has an edge, Carter 
holds it at the moment, a UPI check of farm 
belt states indicates. But there are plenty of 
signs the farm vote could be a swing one, 
ready to go either way right up until Nov. 2. 
And some farmers may not care much 
which way it goes. 
Bruce Juelfs, a grain elevator operator of 
Potter, Neb., and a Republican, said, " Ifs a 
question of the lesser of two evils." 
Stanley Brandt of Martell, Neb., a farm er 
feeder, said, "This year I think I could do a 
very good job of voting with my eyes shut." 
Brandt, too, is a Republican. 
In a sense, all of the United States is one 
big farm belt. But the term is generally 
applied to the prairie stretching roughly 
from Ohio to Oklahoma. 
In that stretch, many farm ers have been 
doing a slow burn over the last year. 
What riled them most was the embargo 
Ford imposed on Soviet grain shipments. 
Even many Republicans feel the act was at 
the dictate of Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, with added pressure applied by 
AFL-CIO President George Meany. 
To a lot of farmers, the result was to keep 
them from selling their crops to the highest 
bidders. 
The government’s countenance of beef 
imports is another sore point. 
Prices for farm products generally are 
down, but the prices farm ers must pay are 
as high or higher as for city folks. 
Add to that a 
summer long 
Midwest 
drought which has been u n f a v o r a b l y 
compared to the dust bowl years of the 1930s 
— and government relief programs which 
have failed to satisfy many. 
All of these factors figure to hurt Ford 
and offer Carter a chance to cash in if he 
can convince farmers he really is one of 
them and ready to work for their cause. 
Going for him, certainly, is his well- 
nurtured image as a simple Georgia peanut 
farmer. 


Rick Scott, chairman of the Democratic - 
Farm er -Labor Party in Minnesota, said, 
"Carter is sending body and cultural signals 
picked up by fanners Every time he goes 
home for a day off, he’s shown in blue jeans 
checking the crops and wins more farm 
votes " 


But Carter hurt himself among farm ers 
early in the campaign when he said in Des 
Moines there would be oo more grain 
embargoes and then allowed, in a private 
interview, that there could be times when 
any sensible president would impose one 
Nor is Ford without solid farm belt assets 
For one thing, he is a solid midwesterner 
who comes across a straight shooter. 
Before he had to resign for talking about 
m atters quite alien to farming, Earl Butz 
was already a doubtful asset to the Ford 
campaign. Republicans and Democrats in 
the farm country differed as to whether 
Butz, as agriculture secretary, was working 
for the farm ers or for agribusiness — or 
whether Ford was letting Kissinger and 
others drown out the secretary’s counsel. 
But Republican state chairmen in the 
farm states were generaUy pleased with 


Ford’s selection of Robert Dole, senator 
from 
the 
quintessential 
farm 
state 
of 
Kansas, as a running mate. 
Sen. Henry Bellmon, R-Okla , said "Ford’s 
choice of Dole was a coup " Rick Shelby, 
executive director F ords O k l a h o m a 
campaign, hoped it "has served to nullify 
the effect of grain embargoes to a certain 
extent." 


It should be acknowledged the farm vote 
is not what it used to be 
America used to be a p r i m a r i l y 
agricultural nation. Now, only 86,000 of the 
2.2 million persons living in Kansas are 
classified as farmers. Iowa farm population 
has fallen 13 per cent since 1960 Only 5 per 
cent of the people eligible to vote in Indiana 
and Michigan are farmers 
But there are two factors which could 
make the farm vote a determining factor in 
what shapes up as an incresingly close 
race: 
— Farm ers vote, particularly when they 
are 
mad. 
Voter 
turnout 
in 
Michigan 
averages 40 per cent in a presidential year, 
but among farmers it runs 50 to 55 per cent 
The figure in Indiana is 60 8 per cent. A 
Missouri farm vote estimate for this year is 
80 per cent. 
— Many townspeople in the farm belt vote 
with the farmers. 
It is because 
their 
livelihoods, too, depend on agriculture. 
State Sen Leon Field, a Democrat from 
the Oklahoma Panhandle, said "The number 
of farm ers is way down, but in any town 
under 20,000 population, whether you are a 
doctor, lawyer, merchant or what, you 
depend 
on 
agriculture 
If 
agriculture 
prospers, you do. If not, you have a hard 
time collecting your bills." 


Oklahoma’s 
Bellmon 
said, 
"I'm 
not 
optimistic, to be real candid. Wheat prices 
are a dollar a bushel below cost, cattle 
probably $50 a head below cost. If you 
believe as I do that people often vote on the 
basis of economic welfare, then President 
Ford has his work cut out for him." 
Iowa 
has 
gone 
Democratic 
in 
a 
presidential election only twice in the last 
three decades, but it could happen again. 
The state's political complexion is changing 
and a Republican county chairman said, 
"The embargo was a personal affront to 
(farm ers)." 
On the other hand, Democrats in the farm 
belt are feeling good — perhaps too good for 
their own good.

Boots, by Alex Haley. 
(Doubleday, $12.50) 
The blockbuster novel span­ 
ning generations of one family, 
tracing their rise or fall, as 
the case may be — has a 
fascination and compelling 
momentum that few readers 
can resist. 


There is such a quality in 
Haley’s Hoots, but Roots is 
fact, or as near to fact as 
Haley could make it, tracing 


his family back six generations 
and two centuries, past slavery 
and to the village of Juffure, in 
The Gambia, West Africa. 
Haley began the book 
12 


years ago, in search of his 
identity, and it is by chance 
that it is being published in the 
year of the American Bicenten­ 
nial — and also turned into a 
special television mini-series. 
The book’s subtitle is “The 
Saga of an American Family,” 
and while any reader has a 
treat in store for him in this 
sometimes brutal, sometimes 
tender tale, the black reader 
has a special interest. Haley’s 
identity has such a direct link 
to his own. 
The major portion of the book 
deals with Africa and the slave 
days in Am erica, with only 
scant attention paid to recent 
times. The early chapters of 


life in Africa, and their picture 
of the civilization that existed 
there may come as a surprise 
to many readers with a comic 
book 
view 
of 
“ the 
dark 
continent.” 
The emphasis of the book 
rests with Kunta Kinte, “the 
African” as he was called in 
the word of mouth genealogy of 
the family. And quite a man he 
was. 
The most disturbing elements 
of Hoots lie not so much in the 
big things but in the small 
ones. While the brutality of the 
slave trade is sickening, it is 
hardly unexpected. But Roots 
provides insights into the life of 
the slave — the way in which 


they 
were 
kept 
like 
any 
working animal, not necessarily 
treated cruelly so much as 
inhumanly. 
No farm animal, for instance, 
has any sense of place in 
relation to the rest of the world 
— nor was the slave allowed 
one. As the author says about 
Kinta at one point: 
“From what he’d been able 
to observe, most blacks literal­ 
ly didn't even know where they 
were, let alone who they were.”

That’s all he would say, but 
Marilyn Conway, his secretary, 
added that a lack of leadership 
in the nation is his greatest 
concern. 
“He watches TV and gets 
upset,” Mrs. Conway said. “ It’s 
the political situation He feels 
we’re in a bad situation now 
and no one is doing anything 
about it.” 


Coughlin’s attitude apparently 
is nonpartisan Associates said
